To  the  Chairraan  and  Members  of  the  Leyburn  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen , 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1954*  As  you  are  aware,  I  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  on  January  1st.  1955  >  hence  this  Report  covers  the  work  carried  out 
by  my  predecessor,  Dr.  ¥.  Sharpe. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  been  very 
satisfactory  during  the  year  under  review.  The  birth  rate  and  death 
rate  compared  very  favourably  with  the  rates  for  England  and  Hales,  and 
a  pleasing  feature  was  the  absence  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age. 

The  outstanding  public  health  need  of  the 
district  is  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  plants  in 
several  of  the  villages.  Although  considerable  progress  has  been  nnde 
in  this  field,  much  remains  to  be  done  to  abate  the  existing  nuisances 
with  their  attendant  risks  to  health.  The  other  urgent  need  is  for 

an  all  out  effort  to  deal  with  the  unfit  houses  in  the  district. 

No  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  dealing- with  this  problem, 
meanwhile,  many  families  continue  to  live  in  conditions  which  are  a 
mockery  of  mid- twentieth  century  progress

The  North  Riding  of  Yorkshire  County  Council  supply 
ambulance  services  from  their  stations  at  Northallerton  and  Bainbridge. 

A  hospital  car  service  is  also  operated  by  the  W,V*S* 

from  Middlchagw. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

Local  Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  by  the 
Northallerton  Hospital  Management  Committee  of  the  Newcastle  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  In  addition,  a  number  of  residents  in  the  Leybum 
Area  receive  both  in-patient  and  out-patient  treatment  at  Darlington 
and  Harrogate  Hospitals. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOMES. 

The  Home  Nursing  and  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service  is 
under  the  general  direction  of  the  County  Council,  with  day  to  day 
administration  being  dealt  with  by  the  Wensleydale  Area  Local  Health 
Sub-Committee 4  Four  district  nurse/mid wives  operate  in  the  area.

SE1YERAGE  AND  SWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

A  scheme  for  Pinghall  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for 
approval.  It  is  hoped  that  work  will  be  started  early  in  1955 • 

Villages  in  which  there  is  no  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  plant  are  going  to 
report  ever  increasing  nuisances,  as  with  the  improvement  in  water  supplies, 
more  and  more  baths  and  lavatories  are  installed.  It  is  suggested,  that 
a  priority  scheme  should  be  drawn  up  in  order  that  a  start  can  be  made  in  the 
villages  where  the  problem  is  most  acute.  The  existing  sewage  disposal 

works  at  Eeyhurn  are  grossly  overloaded,  producing  a  most  unsatisfactory 
effluent.  The  provision  of  new  works  would  be  the  most  satisfactory 
method  of  eliminating  this  nuisance, 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL  , 

The  tip  at  Yarker  Bank,  Leyhurn,  is  rapidly  being  filled 
up  and  steps  should  be  taken  to  acquire  a  fresh  site*  Generally  the 
collection  of  household  refuse  in  the  district  is  satisfactory. 


SECTION  D 

HOUSING  a.',:.;:. 

No  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  under  review 
in  dealing  with  the  unfit  houses  in  the  area.  Once  the  housing  survey 
is  completed  and  the  magnitude  of  the  problem  ascertained,  it  should  he 
possible  to  make  a  start  on  this  urgent  requirement, 

Tables  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector^  section  show  the 
progress  made  in  building  new  houses  in  the  district.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS . 


(1)  MEAT . 

In  July  1954-,  the  Ministry  of  Pood  who  had  been  responsible 
since  194-0  for  the  slaughtering  of  all  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  for  human 
consumption,  relinquished  their  powers  and  slaughtering  reverted  to  the 
pre-war  basis.  Three  slaughter  houses  have  been  licensed  by  the  Local 
Authority  in  this  area,  and  this  figure  includes  the  one  used  by  the 
Ministry  during  the  period  of  control.  The  Local  Authority  did  not 
use  its  powers  to  take  over  the  slaughter  house  in  use  by  the  Ministry  of 
Pood,  and  this  reversion  to  private  slaughtering  can  only  be  regarded  as 
a  retrograde, step  from  a  Public  Health  point  of  view.  The  difficulties 
involved  in  meat  inspection  have  been  greatly  increased.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  ? Inter -departmental  Committee’s  Report  on  Slaughter  houses* 
with  their  recommendation  for  a  policy  of  moderate  concentration  be 
implemented  at  an  early  date.  This  report  estimates  that  approxima tely 
142  slaughter  house  areas  would  adequately  serve  the  entire  needs  for 
England  and  Wales.
